Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: With respect to claims 1 and 64, applicant believed subject matter 
novel over prior art because controller of Adams does not "selectively address, with a single comman, one or more of 
said pyrotechnic devices." However, Adams anticipates because the controller addresses at least one pyrotechnic 
device. With respect to claim 33, applicant believes the subject matter relating to "means for altering an analog 
condition of the network..." is patentable over Adams, Examiner agrees to reconsider but "an analog condition' should 
be positively recited to give patenable weight. With respect to claim 35, applicant believes an capacitor that "can be 
charged in approximately 5 milliseconds or less" is novel over the cited prior art. However, the claim only requires the 
capability to be charged in 5 ms. Any capacitor can be charged for a desired charging period. .
